15*11. an d for this reason they 
must be cared for by levies comin g 
within the on e per cen t Smith law. 
An other importan t feature of 
the 
opin ion con strued the right 
of 
the 
commission ers to levy on e mill for 
the purpose of creatin g a fun d for the 
improvemen t of 
roads. 
The legisla­ 
ture in 1913 passed a law authorizin g 
the commission ers to make a levy of 
on e mill for road purposes in addi­ 
tion to all other levies authorized by 
la w. 
Attorn ey Gen eral Hogan held, h ow ­ 
ever, that this levy of on e mill must 
come within the ten mill 
limitation , 
as the presen t coun ty levy barely pro­ 
duces mon ey sufficien t for the run n in g 
expen ses of the coun ty.
